The Board of transport < nininissioii- 
ers has granted the railways an In¬ 
crease ol 21 percent In freight rat¬ 
es. This will apply to almost every¬ 
thing carried by tho roads except 
grain. The Increase will mean about 
$7n millions more a year in the way 
of freight costs. Western Canada will 
pay most of that increase. The West 
always pays the freight. It pays on 
the products it ships out and It pays 
oil the goods it uhlps In. 

heap transportation is the main 
factor in encouraging the develop¬ 
ment of a ne weountry. The west 
has been unfortunate in that respect 
The prairies provide a natural moil- 
oply for tin* railroads. We have no 
great navigable rivers like the Miss¬ 
issippi, the St. Lawrence, the Ama¬ 
zon. the Rhine, the Danube, and Vol¬ 
ga and the Nile. We are at tlie mer¬ 
cy of the railroads. 

Railway rates are lower in East¬ 
ern Canada than in the West. This 
Is due to the competition of lake 
and river shipping. motor trucks 
ami .competitive lines. To illustrate 
we cite but two examples of scores 
that could be listed. 

From Vernon, JJ.C, to Calgary is 
354 miles am! it costs $1.01 per 100 
pounds of fruit shipped. 

From Oakville, Ontario, to Mont¬ 
real Is 356 miles and it costs 15c* per 
100 pounds of fruit shipped. 

From Windsor, Ontario to Winni¬ 
peg it costs $92.50 for freight on a 
certain make of auto. 

From Windsor to Halifax, (about 
tlie same distance) tlie cost Is $50. 

The railways make twice the prof¬ 
it out of operating in Western Can¬ 
ada than they do in Eastern Cana¬ 
da. From 1907 to 1945 thp Canadian 
Pacific Railway made a profit of 
$361 millions In the East and $753 
millions in the West. It should be 
noted too. that the freight traffic 
is denser in the East thaji in the 
West and the hauls there are short¬ 
er than the liaul^ in the, West. Fur¬ 
thermore, railways construction 
costs were lower in the West and the 
flat prairie lands make operations 
costs lower here. 

Eastern Canada did not oppose the 
application for increased freight rat¬ 
es. Why should the Easterners do 
ho ! It Is no “skin off their backs", 
hi fact it helps out business there for 
more money will pour into the head 
offices of the railways in the East. 
Farmers xxi’l be Interested to know 
that organized labor did not come to 
their aid either. In fact one labor 
leader said he thought the rates 
should go up to 30 percent, as tlie 
railways requested in tlie first in¬ 
stance. The annual railway labor 
bill lias been Increased by about 
$22b million n year, above tie F*:p» 
total. 

The worst feature is that once the 
new* rates are established, they will

never come down. Such rates do not 
move up ami down like the price of 
grain, ami other farm products. It 
will cost as much to ship rattle If 
the price goes down to 5c a pound 
aa it docs at n price of I5r 

There was no im-rcusc granted on 
the transportation of grain. That 
fact is being trumjeted. Hut grain 
rates are established by law, unde 
the Crow sliest Pa^s Agreement, and 
cannot be changed un'ess by parlia¬ 
ment ary action. Any government 
which tampers with the CroxvsneM 
Pass agreement would never elect 
ninny me tubes in the prairie pro'In- 
cos. 

Just what can he dont* about this 
constant exploitation of the West? 
We don not know the answer ! It 
may conic someday in a tornado of 
protest that will shake the whole 
basis ot confederation. The western 
bronco will stand for only so many 
kicks in the libs!

FOR A REAL DISPLAY 

It is sniprising how little it costs 
in time or money to have a really 
big bed of massed annual flowers, 
something that will really attract 
Interest and attention. One should 
not crowd these things. Leave a foot 
or more between all but the tiny 
types. Indeed in very long borders 
along roadways or paths there 
should be sufficient room to permit 
much of the early cultivation with 
a hand drawn or tractor-operated 
cultivator. 

First the hod should be dtig or 
miltivnlcd thoroughly at least twice 
before the annuals are sown or set 
out. This gets rid of the.Nxveeds and 
gets the soil in good shape. For a 
long hod three feet wide Is about 
a minimum requirement. Into this 
one can plant dozens or different 
types of amnia's, with the smaller 
things generally at the front, the. 
bigger things at the bottom. For 
tiny things III e French Marigolds 
allow about ten inches between, and 
for the biggest things like cosmos, 
full-size zinnias, etc., two and a half 
to three feet Is not too much room. 
A solid bed of one kind of flower 
in various eolois makes a most eff¬ 
ective display. Petunias and zinnias 
are especially suitable for this pur¬ 
pose. 

THINNING IS IMPORTANT 

A most Important lob after the 
plants are up. will be thinning and 
spacing. This is vital work and app¬ 
lies to either Powers or vegetables. 
Crowded flowers will grow thin and 
spindly, will not bloom freely and 
the biggest plants will topple over 
in the first storm. They should have 
half as much room between as they 
will grow tall. This moanH about 4 
or 5 inches for things like nastur¬ 
tiums, less for alysHuiu. much more 
for tall marigolds, cosmos or spider 
plants. 

With the smaller vegetables, a coup¬ 
le of inehes between plants is suff¬ 
icient. TJitfl applies to lea lettuce, 
early carrots, beets etc. Roans and 
peas should have from 1 to H Inches 
bid ween plants .and ns all the seed 
usually germinates it should be 
planted about ibis far apart. Rows

should be form 15 inches to 2 feet 
apart. Corn is usually planted from 
3 to 6 seeds to a hill, about 18 in¬ 
ches apart eac h way or rows 2 to 3 
feet apart. Tomato plants require at 
least 18 inches each way; melons, 
squash and cucumbers three plants 
to a hill, and hills about 2 to 3 feet 
apart. 

SPREAD THEM OUT. 

One gets quite a thrill out of hav¬ 
ing the first vegetables or flowers 
in tho neighborhood. Rut there is al¬ 
so much solid satisfaction in having 
good and beautiful things from the 
garden long after those next door 
are done. Perhaps the commonest 
mistake of nil amateur gardeners 
is stopping planting too soon. 

With vegetables, especially, most 
varieties should be sown at least 
three times about two weeks apart. 
This will protect against late frost 
or flood damage and wRI keep a 
tasty supply of the freshest veget- 
of Canada it is possible to set out 
a hies coining along. In most parts 
plants and sow seed almost up to 
the first week in July and still have 
reasonable expectation of good re¬ 
sults. There should be a succession 
of crops of beans, beots. carrots, 
lettuce, corn and such things.
